A Second Appeal Mlowed. 


" Sitting in Appelate Jurisdiction today 
their Lordships the Chief Justice (Mr. 
W. Rees Davies) and the, Puisne Jadge 
(Mr. Justice Gompertz) gave judgment 
in o cave, opened ov July 80 last in the 
Appeul ‘Court, byt which the plaintiffs;
